\For the’ first time, a bed-ridden 
patient, deprived of the use of her 
hands, was enabled to “correspond” 
with her relatives via a portable 
phonopostal set which’ recorded her 
message on.a small phonograph disk, 
which was then.mailed at the cost 
of a small postal fee. 

The portable. set consists of a 
powerful but small recording ap- 
paratus and a microphone. 

The phonopostal method is an Ar- 
gentine invention, having been first 
demonstrated before the meeting. of 
the Universals Postal Congress held 
during the month of April in 
Buenos Aires. | 

The “spoken correspondence” may 
be mailed to any member country 
of the Postal Union, Two recording 
booths have already been installed , 
at the main post office in the Argen- 
tine capital and others are being 
placed in branch offices. During 
December, 2,377 records were mail-

STORY OF GERMAN 
NORWEGIAN 


SEEKING OUT KING 


London, Yesterday. 


IN A BROADCAST, a Norwegian official who has 
just arrived from Norway described a German 
air attack on King Haakon when he and mer- 
bers of the Government and entourage were 
gathered ina small village for their simple 
meal towards evening. ; 

The alarm was suddenly sounded ‘and: they ‘hurried for 

. the woods. King Haakon was about 15 yards in front 
of the speaker when the ‘planes opened machine-gun 


fire on the village. 


The King and those with him 


threw themselves into a ditch with two farm people 


from the district. 


Half a minute later, the frst bomb y 


dropped in a small field close to # 
school, 80 ‘yards away. In an in- 
terval, they gained the cover of the 
woods and the King and Crown 
Prince Inid down with the Ministers, 
Members of Parliament and — their 
secretaries, seeking shelter from the 
bombs and machine-gun — bullets 
which rained down on them for an 
hour and a half. 

Seven German bombers 
between 40 und 50 Hight and heavy 
bombs and sprayed the wood with 
thelr machine-guns. The King and 
party stood behind pine trees and 
dodged around as the ‘planes wheel= 
ed and‘turned, Trees broke like 
matchwood around them and bomb

SINCE MONDAY LAST, water from Tytam Reservoir has 


Hitherto, purhpjng trom Tytam has 
been Handled’ by five steam pumps, 
three of comparatively modern con- 
struction and two very old.’ 

The three newer pumps have a 
capacity of. 3,000,000 gallons a day 
each and the smaller ones 1,250,000 
gallons a day each. 

A year ogo, the two small pumps 
being “obsolete,” It was decided that, 
in their place, two electric pumps 
should be installed. Installation was 
completed about a week ago; and 
since Monday the new pumps have 
been in continuous action; each {is 
capable of handling 1,500,000 gal- 
lons a day. van 

The “Sunday Herald” was unable 
to ascertain whether or not it js in- 
tended to turn the whole of the 
pumping plant to electricity, but it 
is stated that the work of the new 
pumps will be carefully noted and 
compared with that of thelr larger 
steam brothers. 

During a week of continuous run- 
ning, the new pumps have lived up 
to expectations, giving trouble-free 
ond efficient service. 

As far as the ordinary consumer 
water is concerned, tha ncw 
pumps do not affect the supply 


through the mains one way or the 
other. 
But from the technical point of 


view, there are certain beneficial 
considerations, 


INDEPENDENT UNITS 

In the first place, there are now 
two independent pumping units 
working from Tytam, which com- 
bine to increase by half a million 
gallons a doy the possible supply 0 
water from the reservolr. . 

Operating costs vary according to 
conditions. At the moment, owing 
to the high price of coal, the electri- 
cul pumps are cheaper to operate. 
With coal at normal prices,; the 
steam pumps should be lightly 
cheaper to run. . 

At the ssme time, they require 
more attention and a bigger staff to 
keep them going, the increase in 
wages, etc. offsetting to some extent 
the normally slightly higher running 
cost of the electric pumps. . 

There Is also the advantage that. if 
it were decided suddenly to increase 
the flow of water from Tytam, the 
electric pump could be put into in- 
stantaneous operation, whereas with 
steam pumps almost a whole day's 
notice is required. eee

Slr—-In your issue of the 13th. 
instant, you inserted a : paragraph 
which was headed 


ALL RENT INCREASES 
BANNED 


If you will examine the proposed 
amendments carefully, you will find 
that your statement has misled your 
readers, sipce the object of the Bill 
fs to prevont Landlords passing on 
to their tenants War Revenue Toxcs, 
which it is intended shall be borne 
by Property Owners, and it is not 
intended thut the Bill should prevent 
Landlords from ratsing their rents 
reasonably in order to obtaln a fair 
return on their investments. 

“There Is a proper procedure for 
tenants to follow should they feel 
aggrieved when thelr rents aro in- 
creased, and any of their legal friends 
will be glad to advise them of the 
steps they should take to obtain pro- 
tection from too-grasping Landlords, 

That no rentals may be inercased 
during the duration of the War 
(which may possibly last for years) 
is too ridiculous for any  sensiblo 
person to believe. The population 
of Hongkong has risen quickly, from 
1,050,000 in March 1039, to 1,880,000 
last month, - 

If this serious housing shortage is 
to be met, such a wish on the. part 
af property owners will be killed 
should unfair legislation be introduc— 
ed,—fortunately for the Colony there 
are some responsible people who can 
see this point. 

1 think It is due to your readers to 
inform them of the true position on 
this question, so as to save them 
from undue heartburnings.

°** The heading was in the nature of 
a generalisation, in the main true as 
to the practical effects of the new 
measure. There are certuln provisos 
tn this, as in most Bills, and it is 
undoubtedly possible for a landlord 
to justify a rent increase, under spe- 
clal circumstances such as, for in- 
stance, the occasion of the expiry of 
an old tense.. If it can be conclu~ 
sively shown that tho rent under the 
old lease (which could not be rats- 
ed during the general boost of 1938)

September 8: Out of bed at 3 
a.m. through alr-rald signal. Warn- 
ing lasted nbout an hour. NOTHING 
HAPPENED. People a bit less jit- 
tery about alarms now. 

Then came the Ieafict ralds—with 
no warnings. 

LAUGHED AT LEAFLETS. 

Cicely thinks the leaficts dropped 
by the R.A.F. had the wrong sort of 
propaganda. ‘ 

“Some were dropped near Han- 
over,” she sald. “People who pick- 
ed them up simply laughed at them. 
Instead of trying gently to coax the 
Germans out of the political opinions 
pumped into them by Hitler for years, 
the leaflets told them in effect. 
“You're a lot of fools not to think 
like us." :

The SBlacksout——Much blacker 
than in England.

The Watdrobo—New clothes ra- 
tloned, except coats and shoes, for 
which you obtain a certificate from 
the local uuthorities, Oh the clothing 
ration cards o handkerchief . costs 
you one “point,” a pair of stockings 
four points. 

You can get four pairs a year at 
this rate, and if you care to sacrifice 
a further cight points you get two 
extra pairs, At Christmas the wos 
men could buy aos presents ono 
“free" pair; the men one "free" tie. 

The. Radio: Lots of Germans are 
cynical about thelr home news bul- 
letins, but not many are prepared to 
risk punishment by listening to for— 
elgn broadcasts.

“THE policy of closer relations with

A. military victory consists {n 
uchfoving a ntate of. affairs in which 
the German High ‘Command surren- 
ders unceunditionally.

Splendid Start 
| To Red Cross

AN INTERESTING DEMONSTRATION OF WHAT 
CAN BE ACHIEVED BY ALLIED CO-OPERA- 
TION IS TAKING PLACE IN SHAMEEN, 

A few French and British members of that small bomb- 
shocked community recently got together and de- 
cided that something m ust be done by the Commun- ; 
ity to help the people at home in their War Efforts.

The Dutch Government decided to 
reclaim the land under the Zuyder 
Zee. As un first step they construct— 
ed n great dam, called the Alfsiuit- 
dijk, ncross the mouth of It. 

This dum keeps out the salt water 
from the sea beyond while the Zuy- 
der Zce within is steadily fed by 
the fresh water of the River Vecht 
and Its canals. ; 7 

‘Thus year by year as the salt water 
evaporates, to be replaced by the 
fresh water from the river, the salt 
content of the Zuyder Zee has be- 
comes less and lesy till it hos dwindl- 
ed to vanishing point. 

Meanwhile, the flow of fresh water 
hus had to be regulated by a com—- 
plicated system of locks and slulces 
that works in exactly the same way 
ns the locks on the Thames and the 
sluices of our own canals, 

These works were devised in Peace 
for Peace. Yet they have given 
Hollund a perfect system of defence 
in War. 

What, then, would happen on the 
upproach of an invading army? 
First, the slulce gates along the 
Vecht would be thrown open. The 
river would rise over its banks and 
seep down over the surrounding 
country. 

Then the sluice gates on all the 
canals that feed the Vecht would be 
opened so that their water, too, 
would come pouring over its banks 
and all the natural lakes between 
the canals would be extended till 
gradually they spread across the 
whole. tract of country. 

Then the dykes at the mouth of the 
Vecht would be swiftly breached. 
Gates would open in them; stretches 
of them would be blown away, for 
these dykes are simply banks of 
clay on a foundation of sand. And 
they ‘are already mined. 

Then the Zuyder Zee would come 
flowing in. 

The water of the Zuyder Zee, the 
water of the River Vecht, the water 
of its canals, and the water of tho 
natural lakes would all converge till 
that whole tract of country from 
the Zuyder Zee to the River Meuse 
would be under one great sheet of 
water. 

And a great barrier of fresh water 
three miles wide would be across the 
track of the invader. 

No army could cross that save by 
swimming, and mechanised armies 
cun't swim.

Had Holland been invaded in the 
last war none of this could have 
been done. For the drainage works 
of the Zuyder Zee had not been 
started then. Thot seu still had a 
strong salt content, and you cannot 
flood a country with salt water and 
recover from the effects in less than 
ten years. 

Thus Holland's peaceful drainage 
projects hnve added to her defence, 
They say if you want Peace prepare 
for Wor. But Holland has been 
made ready for War by preparing 
for Peace, ,

independence: as_ isolated 
units. 


The League of Nations (or « siml- 
lar Institution) was and fs an abso- 
lute necessity if the principles of 
freedom which existed in the past 
are to be maintained in the present. 

It fs evident that the modern wea- 
pons nnd especinily the new- arm— 
the bomber and the fighter—give a 
far wider range of power to the 
nation possessing them in great quan- 
tities, than was the case before: 80 
long os the path of conquest was 
hurd and dangerous, so long did the 
nations refrain from attack. What 
we nre witnessing to-day Is somc- 
thing entirely new. It was not dif- 
ficult to extend national power at the 
expense of primitive tribes or more 
or less unarmed and backward peo- 
ple, and If the new control mennt 
Higher standards, and more humane 
conditions such methods were entire- 
ly justified. Most people would

Not For 
Exploitation 


The British colonial empire has 
brought prosperity, security and jus- 
tice to native people who certainly 
were not in enjoyment of these con- 
ditions before,. Backward races 
needed the guidance and protection 
of those who had advanced along 
the path of civilisation somewhat 
further. It was not for exploitation 
but development, for mutual advan- 
tage that such control was exercised. 
We are witnessing to-day something 
quite different—something that is 
rather staggering, namely the sub- 
jugatlon of races In Europe with 
long and honoured — traditlons—na- 
tlons which have contributed more 
to the necumulnted capltal of civill- 
sation than’ the conquerors them- 
selves. It Is the same in the. Far 
East, where on attempt fs being 
made to contro! a mighty nation of 
450 millfons who have quite obvious- 
ly done more for the civilisation of 
man than those who are seeking to 
enslave them. . : 

‘What makes this astounding situa- 
tlon possible? . 

1 think that the most distinctive 
note {n Germany before this war 
broke out, wos 1 deep sense—it was 
reully pronounced, and widespread— 
of being despised. 

Every English traveller © 
mingled with the Germans at all, 
especinily the educated Germans, 
encountered this feeling. I remem- 
ber n professor, a specialist In chil- 
dren's diseases, travelling on the 
train to Heldleberg from Munich fn 
1038, saying that his birthplace was 
in the north of Germany in Bremen, 
one of the Hanseatic towns where 
the outlook is so Mberal and the 
people are so closely relnted to the 
English by race and also by trade. 
He claimed that these people were 
for more, cultured than the Prussians 
and more virile than those of the 
South. 


The German 
Mentality 


This, however, was far from be- 
ing an isolated case. In discussing 
und criticising the new education 
programme with an educationist iy» 
Berlin, the latter closed all further 
argument by saying to-me “Well, 
ofter all, we are trying to introduce 
your public school system into Ger- 
many, ‘We are trying to train char- 
acter instead of merely imparting 
knowledge.” Sir Nevile Hendergon 
brings this ozs part of German 
mentality out in his latest book and 
so does Harold Nicolson in his book 
“Why Britain is at War.” 

Germany then has found it neces- 
sary to re-establish her prestige, 
which. suffered so severely in 1918. 
That has been the keynote of all 
these preparations and parades, these 
congresses at Nuremburg, and threu- 
tening speeches. Germany's condi- 
tion as a nation has been patholo- 
gical; depression, melancholia, mor- 
bid interest in her own political 
condition has been followed by 2 
flamboyunt parade of force, by 
hysteria and finally a demand for 
action to prove that Germany is not 
an insignificant lance-corporal = in 
the army ‘pf European powers, but 
a full blown field marshal. This 
promotion in dignity could only be 
gained by a victory on the fleld of 
battle, and the surest method of 
winning that success was to choose 
an opponent that was small enough. 
Polund served the purpose admir- 
ably, for every inch of the ground 
had been prepared, and a blitzkrieg 
was bound to be successful!

The advance into Denmark and 
into Norway {s-in keeping with the 
psychological state of Germany. It 
is suddon, spectacular, defies all 
international rules, shocks everyone’ 
and is skilfully carried out. 

There fs also the cconomic urge, 
the scramble for wealth, the demand 
for raw materials and for markets. 
There is the demand, strangely 
enough, for slave labour. It is not 
easy to believe this, but the fact

remains that the people of Poland 
ure to-day in precisely the same 
position ‘as those Helots were who 
were conquered by the Spartans. 
They are without liberty, without 
rights, exposed to the most degrad- 
ing (nsults and reduced to forced 
labour, But Poland is no worse off 
than Czecho-Slovakia, and now Den- 
mark has joined the ‘slave gang, In 
former days nations took posses- 
sion of countries to ruin the status of 
natives, nowaday Germany conquers 
civillsed people to lower 
status, 

Danish people have to become the 
hewers of wood and drawers of 
water or purveyors of fats while 
she herself becomes extremely Jean. 
Her country is to be denuded of all 
that can contribute in any way to 
winning the war for Germany. 

It is not so much the destruction 
of property or the transfer of it that 
matters, it is something far . more 
serious. It ts the extension of the 
slave spirit which impoverlshes Den- 
mark, and brutalises Germany. It 
means that no nation now, however 
important can survive that docs not 
speciallse in the most ueffective way 
of killing {ts nelghbours, It would 
ibe far too dangerous to divert en- 
ergy from the primary businoss of 
preserving the State lo pursuing 
those pleasanter tasks in creative 
art, Hterature, poetry and social 
betterment for which the state ought 
to be preserved. That ts the tragic 
paradox. The nation that can vest 
survive in modern times—assuming 
that brute force is the best instru- 
ment for survival— is the one lenst 
worthy. 


Must Link Up 
Or Perish 


In the modern world then there 
is no room whatever for the small 
independent and isolated nations. 
They must Ink up or perish. 

They have not done so. because of 
the incapacity of the pcople to 
visualise cither the present position 
or the future, There is, each hopes, 
the possibility: that the finger of 
death will not be pointed at them 
by the aggressor, Germany. Experi- 
ence, however, teaches that the dan- 
ger 1s so great that their security is 
no insurable, o8 the premium is 
far too high. 

Where then docs duty He? It !s 
too late for the small nations of 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland 
and Denmark to do anything. There 
are: others however which should

emotional response to the fost war. 
It was the guarantee that lay behind 
the treaty of Versailles, Strong’ na- 
tions ore safe for they are capable 
of keeping war out of their territory, 
but small unarmed nations offer an 
open invitation to strong neighbours 
to come in and make use of thelrs 
for waging it. Germany scts up an 
army and aon alr force and builds 
the Siegfried Line.’ France does the 
samo only she calls her defence the 
Maginot Line. Britain, Mkewlse 
keeps the Invader aot arms length 
without difficulty but the small neu- 
trnls who are to be envied in peace 
time because they can devote 80 
much of thelr energies to social 
development are to be pitied in war 
thne because of their comparative 
defencelessness. 

Every one now recognizes the 
grave danger of isolation in the mo- 
dern world. The British Common- 
wealth of Nations has sect an cxam- 
ple of the wisdom of this voluntary 
cooperation in order to meet this 
danger. We see the United States 
aeting «8 a protective parent to the 
whole of the American Continent.

It is probable that he will not galn 
enough time for this and that the 
rapid exhaustion of the whole Ger-

Decision in West 


For this reason Hitler might be 

forced to seek o military decision in 
the West, which, though it could not 
give him a decisive victory, might 
provide tactical successes with tholr 
consequent good effects © 
morale in Germany. 
Ht Js obvious that he prefers, bo- 
fore such a military offensive, to 
proceed with his peace drive with 
all the means at his command, which, 
if successful, would be tantamount 
to a victory for’ him, even ff. tho 
armistice were conditional on certain 
visible sacrifices and guarantees from 
his side. 

No’vne in Germany will Bo akle oF 
allowed to give the necessary guare
